INTHE SUPREME COURT 
OF SANTIAGO DE CUBA. 


Reorganized Tribunal Is Formally 
Opened by Gen. Wood in Behalf of 
the United States—Allegiance Prom- 
ised to This Country by the Judges. 


Santiago de Cuba, Dec. 2.—The opening of 
the recently reorganized Supreme Court this 
morning was an impressive ceremony. Chief 
Justice Echeverria and the Associate 
Justices, prior to the opening, called at the 
palace, where they were received by General 
Leonard Wood, after which, with General 
Wood and his aids, Robert P. Porter and 
others, they were driven to the Supreme 
Court chamber. Here the Judges donned 
their robes of office, long silk gowns trimmed 
with white lace, and, accompanied by the 
attorneys practicing in the court, who were 
similarly dressed, formed in procession and 
passed into the courtroom, the Chief 
Justice escorting General Wood.

Governor Says He Feels Only 
Contempt for the Macou-_ 
pin Jury’s Work.

‘That grand jury’s proceeding and act 
were farcical, as well as contemptibic,’’ he 
eontinucd, “‘ but I have not given the matter 
any consideration and have no wish to talk 
about it.”

an interview he was well pleased with the 
Governor's indictment, his Excellency de- 
clared it was only through the grace of a 
Democratic grand jury that Mr. Loucks es- 
caped indictment himself.

| LOOK FOR A COMPROMISE. 


DRAINAGE CANAL TROUBLES IN A 
FAIR WAY OF SETTLEMENT. 


Conciliatory Measures Decided On ata 
Secret Meeting of Representatives 
of Both Sides of the Controversy— 

- President Boldenweck Says the 
Trustees Are Tired of Fighting in 
the Courts—Expect Work to Be Fin- 
ished Within a Year. |

Negotiations tending towards the settle- 
ment of the Jollet controversy occupied the 
entire time of the members of the Drain- 
age board and representatives of the Canal 
Commissioners yesterday. At the conclu- 
Sion of the negotiations both sides admit- 
ted that some kind of a compromise would 
soon be effected and that the drainage canal 
would be completed within a year. 

In the morning a secret conference was 
held between President Boldenweck and 
Trustees Wenter, Carter, and Mallette of 


| the Drainage board, and Attorney Snapp 


and Superintendent McDonald, ’represent- 
ing the State Canal Commissioners. In the 
_afternoon the Drainage Trustees gathered 
in executive session, and without a dissent- 
ing ‘voice passed a compromise proposition 
upon practically the same lines laid out in 
the morning. This proposition was submit- 
ted by President Boldenweck and Trustee 
Jones to Superintendent McDonald, Attor- 
ney Snapp, and Secretary Hilton of the 
Canal board early last evening in secret con- 
ference in the Great Northern Hotel. 

A meeting of the Canal Commissioners 
has been called for next Monday evening at 
Lockport. At that time the three State 
canal officials will make their reports, and it 
will be decided whether or not the compro- 
mise will be accepted. ‘The decision will 
be made known to the Drainage Trustees 
on Tuesday morning, and, it is expected, 
acted upon by them at the annual meeting 
the same day. 

As neither the Drainage Trustees nor the 
representatives of the Canal Commissioners 
wished to bind their respective bodies to any 
definitely outlined compromise policy, 
neither presented their propositions as bind- 
ing. The joint conferences were in the 
nature of-talks regarding what one party 
would be willing to do if the other would 
do a certain thing. A perfect understand- 
ing prevailed, however, and at the con- 
clusion of the negotiations the Drainage 
Trustees were jubilant. 


Sweeping in Its Effects. 

The compromise under consideration cov- 
ers all the land under the control of the Canal 
board which has hitherto been the subject 
of negotiation and litigation and all land 
which may be needed from the Canal Com- 
missioners for the drainage system. It ¢m- 
braces all the plans of construction of the 
Drainage Canal wherever it crosses or rins 
in the same direction with the State canal. 

The trustees say that if the present com- 
promise negotiations are completed the 
water from Lake Michigan will be flowing 
through the drainage channel inside of 
twelve months. They regard the negotia- 
tions now pending as of the most vital im- 
poriance to the people of Chicago, inasmuch 
as their success or failure may make the 
difference of a year’s-delay in securing a pure 
water supply. 

At the beginning of the morning conference 
President Boldenweck informed the canal 
representatives there was no purpose to be 
served in holding the conference unless there 
was a spirit of concession shown. He then 
announced that under no circumstances 
would the Drainage Trustees agree to the 
original compromise figure proposed by the 
Canal Commissioners, $230,000. He said, 
however, that the trustees were minded to 
make what would seem to be a reasonable 
cash concession if the entire litigation could: 


be brought to a speedy close. 
President Boldenweck Talks. 


“A compromise now seems to be the only 

ay out of-the difficulty,” said President 
Bbidenweck at the conclusion ofthe confer- 
ence. ‘‘ The trustees are tired of fighting in 
the courts. Of course, if the canal people 
will not come to a reasonable compromise 
figure we will conform with the decree, as 
that will in all probability be cheaper. They 


I hope for-an early settlement of the diffi- 
culties. With the Joliet business out of the 
road, the completion of the canal will bein 
sight. 

Another reason for favoring the. com- 
promise is that, even if the Supreme Court 
does decide in our favor, there is other Jo- 
liet land now under the control of the Canal 
Commissioners which we must have, and we 
would have the entire trouble over again. 
If we compromise all this will be out of the 
road.”’ 

Trustee Braden, in speaking of the com- 
promise, said: “TI can’t say whether I am 
exactly in favor of the compromise proposi- 
tion in’ its present indefinite state, but I 
think some kind of a compromise will. be 
reached, and if it is we can say to the peo- 
ple of Chicago that the canal will be finished 


within a year.’’ |

MRS. ELIZABETH HOWE DIES. 


Widow of General James Howe, Who 
Was with Union Army Through 
War, Passes Away. 


Phenix, ‘Ariz., Dec. 2.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Elizabeth Howe, a resident of Pomona, Cal., 
for twelve years, died here today. She had 
a wonderful career. She was 77 years of age 
and the widow of Brigadier General James 
Howe of Illinois. She was one of the five 
women who founded the Woman’s Relief 
Corps of America. She saw all the great un- 
ion Generals in the Mississippi Valley cam- 
paign in 1862, and saw all the battles in that 
campaign but the one at Fort Donelson. She 


At Shiloh she was so close to the battle that 
cannon balls fell about her tent. She was 
the only woman who was present to help in 
hospitals at Shiloh. 

She rode with Grant in the entrance of the 
Union army to Vicksburg after the sur- 
render. To his dying day General Sherman 
wrote Mrs. Howe frequently, and he once 
pronounced her theNbravest woman he ever

MISSION TO WESTERN LEA GUE. 


Makes the Latter the Strongest Minor 
Baseball Organization Since the 
Days of the American Association— 
President Johnson Saye the New 
York Town Will Bring a Good Club 
into the League—Get Seven Players 
from the St. Joseph Team, 


Buffalo is in the Western league. Yes- 
terday papers signed by President Franklin 
of the Buffalo club closing the deal with the 
Western organization were received by 
President Johnson, who forthwith attached 
the necessary indorsements on behalf of the 
league and now the question that has been 
agitating the big minor organization for so | 
long is settled. ‘Last night President John- 
son was happy over the successful culmina- 
tion of the negotiations. 

It is the first-time the Western league’s 
domain ever has extended so far East, and 
as Buffalo is about the best baseball city in 
the country outside of the National league 
and transportation facilities are excellent, 
the Western magnates feel that the outlook 
for their body ‘was never before so bright. 

‘‘ Buffalo will be a great city for.us,”’ said 
President Johnson last night. “It always 
has been a good baseballtown. It wasinthe 
National league for several years, knows 
what first-class baseball is, and will support 
first-class ball in a first-class manner. The 
old National league star, Jack Rowe, will 
probably ‘manage the team. President 
Franklin, the head of the club, is an ener- 
getic, aggressive man, and just the kind of 
fellow we need. The*acquisition of Buffalo 
leaves our circuit in great shape. We will 
have Buffalo, Columbus, Detroit, and In- 
dianapolis in the East and Milwaukee, Min- 
neapolis, St. Paul, and Kansas City in the 
West. ‘There is a possibility that Toronto 
may come in, and, if so, it will take the 
place of Columbus, which is the only mem- 
ber of the circuit that is not in the best 
of shape for next season. | ! 

« “ Buffalo will have a good team. In the 
first place, they get the following players 
from St. Joseph as a nucleus: McAuley, 
catcher; Daub and Wadsworth, woos 
‘Hollingsworth, Roat, and Eustace, infield 
ers; and Pickering, outfielder. These areall 
good men and Mr. Franklin may be depended 
on to add good material to them. 
“There will be no difficulty about Buffalo 
‘severing its connection with the Eastern 
league. We naturally considered that at the 
outset of the negotiations, inasmuch as the 
Western and Eastern leagues are on friendly 
terms and would not willingly do anything 
to injure the interests of each other. Presi- 
dent Powers of the Eastern league gave Mr. 
Franklin permission to negotiate with the 
Western body last fall, when he was as- 
sured that the Buffalo club felt that it would 
be to its interests to make a changé, and 
it was not until we learned;that Mr. Powers 
had given such consent that we began actual 
negotiations,” 

Buffalo’s addition undoubtedly makes the 
Western league the most formidable minor 
organization since the days of the American 
association, and it is doubtful if the circuit 
is not, all things considered, better than any 
ever possessed by that thriving league. With 
the possibilty of still further changes, there 
being some prospect of the National league 
remodeling its circuit at the approaching 
meeting, whereby the Western might get 
still another new town or towns, the outlook 
for the Western League of Baseball clubs 
is certainly of the brightest. '

The smoke nuisance is to be attacked at 
_the root. Health Commissioner A. R. Reyn- . 
olds has requested Alderman Ne!son to in- 
‘troduce.an ordinance in the City Council so 
amending the building ordinance as to re- 
quire all plans for power, light, and heating 
plants of new or reconstructed buildings to 
be submitted to the Health department for 
approval. The ordinance, it is understood, 
will be introduced at an early date. 

Dr. Reynolds thinks that if architects and 
contractors were compelled to allow suf- 
ficient space for boilers and engines more 
than half the battle would be won. 

‘‘T am giad to have the support of THE 
TRIBUNE in my uphill fight: egainst the 
smoke. evil,’’ he said. ‘‘I do not think we 
have been given due credit for what we have 
accomplished, but the main thing Is that the 
department’s hands are being upheld. We 
méet with tremendous opposition, abuse, and 
often outrageous insinuations from people 
who are violating the smodke ordinance.

None of the American gold does. But 
this country is producing now more than 
60 million dollars’ worth of gold annually, 
and all of it that is not used for industrial 
purposes goes to the American assay offices 
and mints and is converted into coin or 
commercial bars. So between Jan. 1 and 
Nov. 1 a great deal more gold was added 
to the United States’ stock of that metal 
than the surplus of imports of 12% mil- 
lions. This country is accumulating gold at 
an amazing rate. 


THE TANNER INDICTMENTS. 

The grand jury of Macoupin County has 
returned three indictments against Gov- 
ernor Tanner for “ willfully, unlawfully, 
maliciously, and palpably omitting to do 
his duty as Governor.” The charge is based 
in one indictment on his “ failure and re- 
fusal ” to send militia to Virden to disperse 
the rioters who were preventing the coal 
company from employing the colored miners 
it had brought from Alabama. In another 
indictment the charge is based on the Gov- 
ernor’s failure to send troops to prevent 
violence being done to the tmported miners, 
and in the third on the failure to send 
troops to prevent conspiring and combining 
to do injury. 
The section of the criminal code under 
which these indictments were found reads 
as follows: 


Every person holding any publfc office, whether 
State, county, or municipal, trust, or employment, 
who shall be guilty of any palpable omission of 
duty, shall be fined not exceeding $10,000, and 
may be removed from his office, trust, or employ- 
ment. 


There are some lawyers who seem to be of 
the opinion that the Governor cannot law- 


jury for alleged offenses which, if ¢om- 
mitted by him, were committed outside that 
county, and that the proper way to proceed 
against him for “any palpable omission of 
duty ” is through impeachment proceedings. 
The Governor has not stated yet, however, 
that he intends to enter any plea to the juris- 
diction of the court to which the indictments 
have been returned. 
It will be an unusual sight fora Governor 
to appear in court as defendant in a criminal 
proceeding, but the statute under which he: 
is indicted applies to all public officers, and 
while the alleged omission of duty was com- 
mitted while he was in Sangamon County 
it related to events occurring in Macoupin 
County, where all the witnesses reside? The 
remedy by impeachment proceedings which 
has been spoken of amounts to nothing. A 
Legislature is a political rather than a 
judicial body when it attempts to try 
charges against anybody. 
If he goes down to Carlinville in due 
course of time and stands trial on these in- 
dictments all the legitimate evidence reiat- 
ing to the Virden affair can be laid before 
the court and the jury, the whole case thor- 
oughly sifted, and a decisive determination 
arrived at. There are many people who 
believe that the Governor is correct when 
he contends that he did nothing censurable 
in connection with the Virden troubles. 
There are others who declare that he failed 
to discharge his duty and played the part of 
a dodging demagogue. Let the courts set- 
tle the controversy. 7

a fair jury of his fellow“citizens. And 
while the case is being fully heard, all the

And yet there has been 
no evidence that the inhabitants, of them- 
selves, conquered their Spanish oppressors; 
on the contrary, they had made practically 
little progress in this direction until Admiral 
Dewey appeared before Manila and began 
the series of victories which resulted in the 
final surrender of that city to the Amer- 
ican forces. If Spain had lost her title by 
conquest, either to the United States orto 
the insurgents, then the United States gov- 
ernment was generous to an unexampled 
degree in paying it for what it had already 
lost—a fact which conflicts most disas- 
trously with the argument that the terms 
imposed on the defeated party in the late 
war were harsh to the extreme of injustice. 


THE BAD MONEY DEMOCRATIC RECORD. 
The New York World makes the follow-

‘* The Chicago Tribune ’’ erroneously says that 
‘**the New York World gives a history of ‘ cheap 
money,’ from whic it appears that ever since 
the civil war the Democratic party has been 
uniformly the champion of the ‘ cheap’ articie.”’

Philippine Islands. 


We learn from Washington that Mr. George 
F. Becker’s valuable ‘‘ Memorandum of the 
Mineral Resources of the Philippine Is1l- 
ande’’ has just been printed by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior as a final chapter of the 
current volume of the geological survey's 
‘* Mineral Resources of the United States,’’ 
and has been issued in separate form, in ad- 
vance of the regular volume, on account of 
the great and immediate interest of the sub- 
ject. 

Mr. Becker was sent to the Philippines by 
the governgent with one of the first of the 
expeditions to Manila. The manuscript of 
his report was received at Washington less 
than a fortnight ago. | 

The truth about Mr. Becker’s report is, 
says an expansion eontemporary, that it 
confirms previous idéas of the richness of 
the-Philippine Islands in minerals of value. 
The variety and extent of the mineral re- 
sources of the archipelago are manifest from 
Mr. Becker's table of twenty of the islands, 
with their respective mineral products:

Boston Herald Deserts Anti-Expansion- 
ists—Great Benefits Will Follow Our 
Entrance into Wotld’s Affairs. 


The sprrender of Spain on the question of 
the Philippines convinces us that this coun- 
try is to take a long step into an untried 
* fleld. The flag is to be kept flying wherever 

it has been set up in the operations of the 

late war. We are to govern as colonies 

Hawaii, Porto Rico, and the Philippines. 

We are to maintain a protectorate over 
Cuba, and try to evolve a self-sustaining 
government in that island. The experiment 
may take a long time. Most likely it will 
end in the annexation of Cuba, for it is well 
understood that all the Cubans who have 
anything to risk prefer annexation to any 
government the’ insurgents will agree to. 
We believe the die is cast. The administra- 
tion has adopted the policy of expansion 
because a large majority of the people are 
in. favor of it. While we have advised the 
conservative course as long as it was an 
open question, we believe it is our duty to 
accept the inevitabld and to use what in- 
fluence we can in favor of entering wisely 
into this new field. We shall doubtless make 
many mistakes, but we shall learn from 
them to improve our methods. We have 
great faith in the instincts of the race. 
‘Professor Seeley, one of the most philosoph- 
ical of English historians, says: “In a 
truly living institution the instinct of de- 
velopment is’ wiser than the utterance of 
the wisest individual man.’’ When we re- 
member what the instinct of development 
has done for this race in the past, we are 
led to ask whether this expansion policy 
May not mean development instead of the 
dfSastrous result predicted by conservative 
citizens. A policy that was wise when 

Washington delivered his farewell address, 
Or a policy that was courageous and ex- 

pedient when the Monroe doctrine was enun- 

ciated, may be superseded now that we have 
attained a population of 75,000,000, with our 
industries fully developed, and the most 
dangerous element of internal discord re- 
moved by the destruction of slavery. It 
may be that our advent as a world-power 
is necessary about this time, and that the 
dropping of these tropical islands into our 
hands like ripe apples may mean that we 
have work to doin the world. Great ques- 
tions are rising in the Orient—have already 
risen—in the settlement of which this great, 
free country should havea voice. Our navy, 
with its victorious prestige, will be needed 
to stand by the side of the great navies of 
Great Britain and Japan to save the com- 
merce of China from selfish and despotic 
exploitation. We believe we see advan- 
tages to be gained by the policy of 
expansion. We believe it will vastly ex- 
tend our trade, help to purify our civil 
service, and immeasurably broaden our pol- 
ities. With Hawaii and the Philippines as 


longer neglect the advantage we have in 
being thousands of miles nearer the Orient 
than the commercial countries of Europe. 
We must, and shall, modify our fiscal policy 
to enable us to build up a great mercantile 
marine on the Pacific, which our high tariff 
has heretofore prevented. In governing dis- 
tant islands, with large alien populations, as 
yet undeveloped, we must have a civil serv- 
ice based on merit. We shall be shamed into 
this because we shall be on exhibition be- 
fore the world. Cheap politicians, who sneer 
at the reform of the civil service, will be 
powerless to prevent it. Finally, these pos- 
sessions will broaden our politics, present- 
ing questions of worldwide interest to take 
the place of petty local disputes. The Amer- 
ican Congressman, who cannot see beyond 
the boundary of his. district now, will be 
‘ obliged to prepare himself to grapple with 
world problems. If we still bring to bear 
the influence of the conservative and reform 
sentiment of the country upon the methods 
to be used in the new field, we believe that 
the result will be the development of our 
own country and benefit to the world in 
general.—Boston Herald, Nov. 30. 

Why the Senate Should Promptly Rat- 
ify the Treaty. 


It is assumed that neither the Senate nor 

the House will take the responsibility of 
defeating a-treaty of peace, for this would 
leave the country in an embarrassing situa- 
tion. It does not follow, as has been said 
by some, that the war would be at once re- 
newed. Spain could hardly go to war be- 
cause we refused to take the Philippines, 
for example, since she professed to deprecate 
the loss of her sovereignty in those islands. 
The refusal of the Senate to ratify a treaty 
does not mean its total failure, but only 
its failure in that form. The Senate may 
adopt the treaty with amendments, and then 
it becomes operative when the amendments 
are accepted by the other power. This has 
repeatedly been done. So, also, after a 
direct rejection of a treaty another may be 
framed that is acceptable to both parties. 
_ But it ts Clear that the rejection df the 
treaty by the Senate would have unpleasant 
consequences. The delay that has already 
occurred has created serious complications 
in Cuba and in the Philippines. Since the 
signing of the protocol the United States 
has been seriofisly handicappéd in its 
endeavor to relieve distress in Cuba; to pre- 
vent the removal of property that ought to 
have been surrendered, to preserve order. to 
promote the disbandment of the insurgent 
army, and the resumption of indust In 
the Philippines similar embarrassments 
have been felt, along with attempts of the in- 
surgents to set up for themselves, to wage 
war against the Spanish forces, and the 
like. The longer the suspense lasts the more 
these troubles may be expected to multiply, 
especially in the, Pailippines, where arrange- 
ments for the withdrawal of the Spanish 
troops are not yet agreed upon. 

There are other more remote consequences 
that might arise from a delay in ratifying 
the peace treaty. So far we have conducted 
our war and the subsequent negotiations 
with Spain without interference from other 
powers. The newspapers, indeed, of sey- 
eral countries have been, and still are, fierce 
in their comments upon the course of our 
government, both in going to war and in 
negotiating for peace. Their comments 
have produced some irritation in this coun- 
try, but, as the governments concerned have 
maintained neutrality, we have not con- 
cerned ourselves greatly about the hostility 
of the press. We expect, of course, that this 
status will continue tothe end. But we could 
not be absolutely certain of it if the treaty 
were rejected and the suspense continued 
indefinitely. In that event there would be 
a pressure on the powers to interfere. It 
would be represented that our government 
Was unable to make peace, and that an in- 
definite continuance of a state of war, or 
of a condition half-way between peace and 
war, was so disastrous to international 
commerce as to justify intervention. We 
made a somewhat sfinilar excuse when we 
intervened in Cuba, and with justice, since 
the long continuance of the insurrection had 
been disastrous to our commercial interests. 

These considerations, with others that 
might be named, will probably insure the 
ratification of the treaty of peace, though it 
will be in entire accord with experience if 
there be considerable delay about it. The 
want of any rule in the Senate for closing 
debate permits indefinite discussion. But 
assuming that the treaty is ratified in due 
time, there are other questions that will 
arise as to the government of the islands. 
Large numbers of the population are al- 
ready in arms against the Spaniards, and, 
according to recent reports, among them- 
selves. When the Spanish troops are sent 
away, the question of disbanding these na- 
tive troops will be one of importance, per- 
haps of difficulty. It would be unfortunate 
if we were obliged in self-defense to engage 
in hostilities against some of these insur- 
gents. A firm attitude toward them, coupled 
with assurances that we intend to give them 
the benefit of good government, may tend 
to intimidate the bad and to secure the good 
will of the better elements.—Louisville Cour-

No Stoves in Corea, 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—In answer ta 
many inquiring manufacturers of stoves ip 
the United States, Consul Allen of Seoul in- 
forms the Department of State why there is 
poor prospect for extending their business 
in Corea. Hesays: ,. 

“Stoves are not used to any extent by . 
the native Coreans. The Corean method of 
heating is most excellently adapted to their 
resources and conditions. In building their 
houses. they lay down a system of flues 
where the floor ts to be. These flues begin 
at a fireplace, which is usually placed inan - 
outer shed or connecting closed alleyway. - 
From this: fireplace the flues extendin 
more or less curved direction, like the ribs 


‘of a round fan, to a trench at the rear of 


the room, which in turn opens into a chim- 
ney, which is usually placed some distance 
from the house. Flat flagstones are ther 
placed carefully over these flues, andthe | 
whole is cemented over and finally covere@? © 
with the thick of! paper for which thecoun+ + 
try is noted. This paper keeps smoke fron ~ 
entering the room, and a little straw of 
brushwood, used in the fireplace for 
ing the rice, serves to heat the stone floor 
and gives:an agreeable warmth which lasts 
till the time of the next meal. Two heat- 
ings daily serve to give the people a nice 
warm floor, upon which they sit in the days 
time and sleep at night. By leaving their 
shoes at the door the inmates preserve thé 
paper floor, which from constant polishings 
takes on a rich brown color. .
